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Jury sees many 
witnesses, but no 
murder weapon

With no murder weapon and no 
eyewitness to the crime, Crawford 
County Prosecutor John Huss is 
relying on phone records, receipts 
and conversations to prove a Beaver 
Creck Township man played a role 
in the murder of 2t-year old Shane 
Pichl. 

Huss advised the jury Johnson did 
not have to pull the trigger to be 
found guilly and that Johnson was 
there for the drug deal on May 29, 
2001. He said he will show them 
“ample evidence to prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt” that Johnson shot 
Piehl. 

Randee Craig Johnson, now 41 
years old, has been charged with 
one count of open murder in the 
shooting death of Piehl in) what 
Huss calls a drug deal gone bad. 
Johnson was arrested nearly (wo 
months after Pichl’s body was 
found lying next to hts vehicle offa 
two-track road near Four Mile Road 
and [-75 on May 30. He had been 
shot in the head twice. 

Defense attorney Jim Hunt told 
jurors during his opening statement 
they would have to make a decision 
from credible evidence and to pay 
attention. “Serutinize the testimo- 
ny, decide its believability, but don’t 
get hung up on prejudices,” Hunt 
said. “I know you don’t like to 
believe that drug dealing and drug 
abuse happens here in your commu- 
nity, but it does.” He told the jury, 
“there is not one shred of physical 


Tironi re-trial 
begins June 10

Proceedings will begin June 10 
in Kalkaska’s 46th Circuit Trial 
Court in the re-trial of former 
Grayling teen center owner, 40- 
year old Michael Tiront. 

A inistrial was called March 18 
by the Honorable Dennis F 
Murphy when he learned one of the 
jurors withheld information during 
the jury selection process. Judge 
Murphy deemed that information 
important enough to call for a new 
trial, before a different jury. 

Tironi was found guilty last 
November in his first trial on one 
count of 2nd Degree Criminal 
Sexual Conduct, and two counts of 
furnishing alcohol to minors, stem- 
ming from a July 2000 incident 
involving an 18-year old male. He 
was originally charged with a more 
serious charge of 3rd Degree 
Criminal Sexual Conduct. 

Ata hearing on May 17, Tironi’s 
legal counsel argued the new trial 
would create double jeopardy and 
shouldn’t be allowed because 


 Tironi was already tried on the 


charges. Kalkaska County 
Prosecutor Brian Donnelly  dis- 
agreed, stating the trial is now 
based on 2nd Degree charges, The 
Judge ruled in favor of the prosecu- 
tion and ordered Tironi’s re-trial to 
goon.

the crime... Johnson was not there, 
not involved. He was not there at 
the time.” 


By the end of the fourth day of 


testimony in the trial, more than 20 
witnesses had been called to the 
stand by the prosecution. They 
ranged from Pichl’s physician, Dr. 
Charles Gosling, M.D., to Dave 
Krupinski, a periodically homeless 
man, who said he was at the trial 
“speaking the truth as God has 
inspired me.” 

Dr. Gosling testified he had been 
treating Piehl for chronic back pain 
due to surgery to repair ruptured 
discs. The doctor confirmed he had 
wrillen Pichl’s prescription for 90 
tablets (a 30-day supply) of the 
now-discontinued 160mg. time- 
release OxyContin filled on May 
24, 2001 at Glen’s Pharmacy. 
Gosling said it was one of many 
prescriptions he had written for 
Picht. 

Under cross examination by 
Hunt, Gosling was shown a pre- 


scription for Roxycodone -- another 


narcotic pain-killer -- filled at a dif- 
ferent local pharmacy. When asked 
if he wrote that prescription, he said 
“It appears I did.” He admitted to 
wriling several prescriptions for a 
number of other pain killers and 
anti-depressants for Piehl. 
asked by Hunt how may years he 
had been treating Piehl, he said, 
“Less than 10, more than one.”

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Camp’s beach, 
boat launch 
remain closed 


Just. a reminder to Lake 
Margrethe boaters as the summer 
months draw near: Camp 
Grayling’s beach and boat launch, 
located on the south end of Lake 
Margrethe -- open for years to the 
public -- remains closed. 

Following the September 11 ter- 
rorist. attacks, more than seven 
miles of fencing was installed to 
enclose the cantonment area of the 
military installation, providing 
increased security for the facility 
and its workers. 

Additionally, all private water- 
craft mooring for both pubtic, visit- 
ing military and retirees’ use of the 
south end of the lake was discon- 
tinued indefinitely. 

The National Guard maintains a 
recreational lease to the DNR on 
the northwest side of the lake, 
known as Melntyre Landing, just 
off M-72 West. “This is a public 
campsite, swimming area and 
authorized boat launch,” said Lt. 
Col. Tom Lamie, Camp Grayling’s 
Public Affairs Officer. “Even 
Camp Commander Col, Dennis 
Hull will use McIntyre Landing for 
launching his own boat.” 

Other lakefront areas bordering 
military installations and nuclear 
power plants around Michigan and 
the nation have also been closed to 
boating and swimming. 

Be sure to check with local 
authorities before attempting to 
access a. hady. of water: near: any 
government or nuclear facility, or 
to check for special buoys marking 
restricted areas. 

Boaters entering restricted zones 
are subject to arrest and fines.

For example, a $3 million company 
loun 10 Mark Schwartz, who was 
fired as Kmart president, was for- 
given. Many of the other executives 
who received loans are not with 
Kmart any more. 

There were other costhy payroll 
perks for top executives-- loans and 
payments of one sort or another. But 
bear in mind that the Conaway tcam 
was in charge as Kmart headed 
down the tubes, 

Meanwhile, the first steps in 
Kimart's plan to escape bankruptcy 
will clase 283 stores across the

Glen’s Market pharmactst 
Thomas Elsner testified OxyContin 
is “highly abusive -- it has the 
potential to be abused due to its 
addictive nature.” He said he would 
be concerned if asked to fill a pre- 
scription for 180 - 30mg. tablets of 
Roxycodone the same day and for 
the same person for’ which he 
received the prescription for the 
160me, OxyContin tablets. 

Elsner testified the two prescrip- 
tions combined is within the manu- 
facturer’s recommended dosage 
guidelines, but called the combina- 
(ion “an infrequent” request. He 
said, “It would raise an eyebrow” 
and when asked, said he was 
unaware of the other prescriptions 


written for Pichl by Dr. Gosling for 


Valium, Roxycodone, anti-depres- 
sants and other medications filled at 
other pharmacies. 

46th Circuit 
Judge Alton Davis asked the jurors 
if they hac any questions for the 
pharmacist. One juror asked about 
the cost of a 30-day supply of the 
160mg. OxyContin and how Pichl 
patd for it. Elsner said the prescrip- 
lion, as written, is priced at about 
$1,200 and Pich! paid only a $1 co- 
pay under the state Medicaid plan.

Krupinski took the stand and

Krupinski 
admitted he uses alcohol and mari- 
juana, stating, “God made the seed

Most witnesses were called to 
help establish a time line of the 
whereabouts and activides of both 
Johnson and Piehl in the hours Tead- 
ing up to the murder, including 
Pichl’s fiancee, Amanda Mogpo, 
who admitted, “] was a junkie, but 
now Fam very clean.” Mogpo said 
she abused drugs, but Piehl didn’t. 

In his testimony, forensic patholo- 
gist Dr. Stephen Cohle said an 
autopsy revealed Pichl’s blood con- 
tained many drugs, including 
methadone, oxycodone, vicadin, 
cocaine and three different anti- 
depressants. His urine contained 
lidocaine, caffeine and valium. — Dr, 
Cohle also gave a description of the 
two bullet wounds, saying cither 
shot could have been the one that 
killed Pieh] and the large amount of 
drugs in his system would not have 
caused an overdose. 

Moggo testified Pichl received a 
phone call from Michael Bergan on 
May 29 to arrange a meeting to 
trade some of hts OxyContin for 
cocaine. She said Piehl told her he 
was going to meet Bergan at Four 
Mile Road because, “Mike had an 8- 
ball of cocaine to gel rid of before 
his wife came home.” Moggo testi- 
fied Pich! counted how many pills

Several witnesses testifted Bergan 
purchased a .22 caliber semi-auto-

Aficr seeing a television news 
report on May 30 about a body 
being found off of Four Mile Road, 
Psenicka said he called police to tell 
them about seeing Pichl the day 
before. 

As to Johnson’s whereabouts the 
day of the murder, his friends testi- 
fied he went into town with a neigh- 
bor to run errands around 11:30 a.m. 
Witnesses fad a difficult time 
remembering what lime Johnson 
arrived back at home, with times 
ranging {rom one hour. to an hour 
and a half, or 12:30 p.m. to I p.m. 
Witnesses said shortly thereafter he 
borrowed a car to “go buy some 
weed,” and was “gone longer than 
usual, returning around 2:30 p.m. to 
3 p.m. 

Phone records show a call, using 
coins, was made to Pieh!’s residence 
from a pay phone on May 29 at 
Charlte’s Country Corners around 
1:12 pam. The prosecution believes 
this was the call that lured Piehl to 
Four Mile Road, but can not prove 
who placed the call because no 
latent fingerprints could be found on 
the booth, phone, or coins contained 
inside. 

The prosecution was expected to 
rest on Tuesday or Wednesday, May 
21-22, then defense witnesses will 
be called to testify. Bergan has been 
implicated in the case by the prose- 
cutton, but has yet to be charged. 
He plead guilty late last year to 
felony larceny charges and is serv- 
ing time in prison for stealing 
$150,000 from a local businessman 
last July.

The Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation (MEDC) 
presented a $200,000 check to 
Otsego County Chairman Doug 
Johnson on April 30 to kick off a 
$325,000 regional telecommunica- 
tions planning project.

Most Fish Hatchery visitors enjoy 
tossing food to the thousands of 
brook, brown and rainbow trout that 
range from minnow-stzed to 28 
inches long. ‘The fish live and grow 
in the 11 raceways at the hatchery, 
located on the East Branch of the 
AuSable River on North Down 
River Road.

The Fish Hatchery was started by 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery Club, 
formed by Rasmus Hanson in 1916, 
The club was one of the first groups 
in Michigan to recognize the need to 
reinforce natural trout reproduction 
in streams by hatching and rearing 
fish in protected ponds. The group 
was dedicated to supplying area 
streams with as many trout as possi- 
ble.
